Missouri Board Members attended the Annual Meeting of the Association of State Boards of Geology (AS- 
BOG) in Little Rock, Arkansas this past October. Missouri Board Members are active in ASBOG, with Joe 
Gillman State Geologist, serving as Chairman of the Finance Committee and Elyn Potter and Andy Burkem- 
per serving as Subject Matter Experts (SME’s), evaluating past and future exam questions. The biggest 
forthcoming change is the switch to computer based testing for both the Fundamentals (FG) and Practice 
(PG) examinations. ASBOG has enlisted one of the nations largest testing firms to accomplish the change. 
Testing will be available at many sites across Missouri as well as other states. For the first time, applicants 
will be able to sit for the Missouri exam in sites across the United States. 


Also, 2022 will be the year for the ASBOG Task Analysis Survey (TAS). Missouri Board Members will as- 
sist in identifying the tasks/activities performed by the profession and create the next test blueprint. The 
test blueprints establish the relevance and contents of the examination to better reflect the advances or 
changes in the practice of the profession. The last update was performed in 2015. If you are selected in the 
random survey, please complete and return it.

Of these eight individuals, five must be registered geologists, four of which must 
represent different geologic specialties, and one of whom must be a state, city, or county employee; two 
members shall be public members. The State Geologist serves as an “ex officio” non-voting member.

WHAT'S NEW? 


The Association of State Boards of Geology (ASBOG) is working towards making the Fundamentals 
of Geology and Practice of Geology Exams computer-based. Beginning in March of 2023, our exam 
candidates will be taking the examinations in a computer-based format at testing centers around the 
country instead of traveling to Jefferson City and taking a paper and pencil exam monitored by our 
board staff. According to ASBOG, the exams will still only be administered on one day in the Spring 
and one day in the Fall, but having multiple locations to choose from will cut down on travel time 
for our candidates. In order to insure availability of seat space in the nearest test sites, candidates 
should register early, especially if soecial accommodations are being requested.
